It has became so customary for surveyors of highways to neglect to 
return and settle their tax bills, (scarcely one-tenth being returned) that 
it seems necessary the towa should have some action to cause enforce- 
ment, therefore, we suggest the following vote be passed at the next an- 
nual meeting, viz : 

That the Selectmen enforce the ‘9th. Section of the 55th Chapter of 
the revised Statutes viz: ‘Every surveyor shall render an account of the 
tax to him committed, and pay over the ballance not expended on the 
highways, to the Selectmen agréeably to the requirement of his warrant.”
